SERVIA CHECKED. 


SEVELMEB FIGHTING BETWESN THE 
CONTESTANTS: 


The Work of th'e Balkan Conference—The News from 
Egypt—The Brazza at Home—The War with

Lexpoxs, November 19,—A rumor prevails 
here that an armistice has been agreed upon 
between Servia and Bulgaria. 

Bulgaria is denuding the Turkish frontier 
of troops, and is sending all her available 
forces to the front to combat the Servians. 
The public are allowed to go to the depots en 
route to see their relatives and friends. 
Many of the villagers tramp long distances 
and wait at the depots several hours, and 
in some instances whole days and nights, 
to see their friends and give them flowers and 
presents. JTrince Alexander’s success before 
Slivenitza has revived the courage of those 
going to the front, and they undergo extreme 
hardships with remarkable fortitude. In 
many cases they are compelled to march long 
distances in bad weather, and at night camp 
in open epaces, where they are shelterless, not 
having even the ordinary tentto proisct them 
irom the severity of the weather. 

ATTACKING THE RED CROSS TRAIN. 

The IndependenceBelge publishes a dispatch 
from its correspendent at Sofia, stating that 
the Servians attacked the Third Bulgarian 
regiment, ercorting an ambulance train, and 
bayonetted the wounded soldiers which it 
contained. The ‘correspondent also states 
that Prince Alexander submits to the terms of 
the sultan embodied in the laiter’s reply to 
the prince’s appeal for help, and begs the sul- 
tan to aid him at once.

men of someane stealing hisgun. This is all that 
saved him. The gun found proves to be the miss 
inggun. Mr. H. W. Cockrell, a witness for the 
state on the trial of Blackman, swore thatthe im-~ 
print ofagun wason the seed cotion in theginz 
house. This testimeny wasseverely criticized by 
counrel for the defendant, Thegun when found 
hed a lock of seed cotton inside the barrel. The 
question is how did it get there? Even the most 
skepticel now firmly believe that Charles Black 
man is the essarsin of 8. J. Tondee, and that he 
ovgbt to be hung, and nothing less than hangiag 
him will satisfy our people. His case is now pend. 
ing in the supreme court, and the only regret here 
is that it will not be called until the spring term of 
the court.

Professor Mclotesh Teils How He Became 
ihe Agent of the Slater Panad. 

Oxrorp, November 18—In view of many 
false aud tome mealignantthings said concern- 
ing Dr. Haygood’s declinature of the bishopric, 
I make the following statement cf personal and 
certain knowledge, except as to some items 
that are published in official documents. 

1. Dr. Haygood’s views on the education of 
the negro were formed, written and read in 
manuscript to me before he had heard of Mr. 
John F. Slater, as well as before he had me 
Mr. George I. Seney. 

2. In the eariy part of 1882, and before the 
general confereice,and before the organization 
of the Slater board, Isaw three letters from a 
gexctieman who stood close to Mr. Slater muk- 

g overtures and arguments in the matter of 

> agency of the Slaterfund. I alsoread Dr. 

loygoed’s answer that he could not leave 
Emery college. 

3. The Slater board was organived in New 
York, Mey 18,1882. Dr. Haygood was elec- 
ida bishop May 16; 


his letter declining ore 
dinstion was presented to the general contfer- 
ence May 17. 

Several cays before the election of bishops, 
Dr. liaygcod wrote a long letter to Governor 
Colquitt (a member of the Slater board) show- 
ing why he c.uld not take the agency—the 
muiter having been pressed on him again— 
ard urging the appointment of a leadiag 
southern Methodist minister in Georgia—the 
ecneept of that minister to the nomination hay- 
ing been secured. This letter I saw and know 
that Dr. Haygood considered it final as to his 
cwh relation tothe Slater agency, it beiag 
understood that the agent would be elected by 
the board at its first meeting, But no agent 
was elected, and the board adjourned to meet 
in New York in October, Ali this is set forth 
in the pubjished proceedings of the board, 

4. Governor Co/quitt, in the summer.oi 1882, 
urged Dr. Haygood to allow his name pre- 
rented to the Siater board at the meeting the 
following October. 

Other leading men, among taem Bishop 
Pierce, joined in this movement, Bishop 
Pierce meeting Governor Coiquitt in Dr. Hay- 
good’s «fice for this purpose. 

5. Finally, and near the time ofthe meeting 
of the Siater boerd, Dr. Haygood agreed to the 
agency, with the understanding that he be 
left unhindered in the presidency of Emory 
college. He was elected October 5th, 1832. 

1. In October, 1884, the Slater board (this is 
published in their preceedings,) asked Dr. 
Haygood to give his whole time to the Slater 
agency. He said to me that he could not keep 
up the heavy work he had been doing for 
years, but that he could not and would not 
Jeave Emory college embarrassed with debt. 
Early in November, i8s4, Dr. 
Haygood went north to confer 
with friends of the Slater fund, showing them 
the case ofthe college, as to its debts and 
needs; also his anxiety to provide for starting 
a school of technology. Not by the board, but 
by.individuals, the sum of $28,000 was pledged 
to gecure those objects. Dr. Hsygood resigned 
the presidency of Emory college at the meeta 
ing of the North Georgia conference the lat- 
ter part of November and went out of office 
December 31.

THE CASE OF JUDGE VINCENT. 

A dispatch in Tue Coystitvtion of yesterday 
sets forth the fact that ex Chief Jastice Vin- 
cent, of New Mexico, will go to Washington 
and remain there unti! corgress convenes, 
his friends asserting that the purpose of his 
Visit isto prevent the confirmation of his 
successor by the senate. 

The case isa very pecniiar one in many 
respects, and, if the deposed chief justice is 
to be believed, he has been grieyous!y wrong- 
ed by the summary action of the president 
in removing him. He was never accorded a 
hearing, nor permitted to make ay: explana- 
tion in his own beba'f. Hs was sunmarily 
— sespended by the president, and the suxpen- 

sion was absolute, so that he was denied the |

privilege, which is accorded the humblest |

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citizen, of making any defense or explana 
tion of the charges against him. 

This summary removal was, of course, a 
serious attack on the character of the judge 
—an advertisement to the world that he was 
unfit for the place by reason of either cor- 
ruption or imbecility. He telegraphed a 
somewhat passionate protest to the president 
sgainst the summary proceedings in his case, 
but the reply he received was exceedingly 
curt and uneatisfactory. A president can af- 
ford to be a partisan president, tor he is elected 
by the people in the hope that he will fill the 
offices with party men aud thus bring about 
achange of administration; but he cannot 
afford to attack the character of an individ- 
ual without giving that individual an oppor- 
tunity to make e# showing in his own behalf. 
Thotre who accept office under a president 
are very wellaware that we are not living 
under an autocratic form of government, 
and, coneequently, when an attack is made 
on their character, eyen if it comes in the 
shape of a summary removal, they expect 
an opportunity of defending themselves. 

The charge on which Judge Vincent was 
summariiy suspended, without having an 
opporiunity to meke defense or explanation, 
was that he hed appointed Stephen W. Dor- 
rey as one of five commissioners to select 
jurors for Colfax county, and the charge was 
macethat Dorsey was to select jurors for the 
United States court. This, however, was not 
tobe a part of hisduty. He was appointed 
asa republican to preventthe possibility of 
having 2 political jury. 

It is truethat the appointment of Dorsey 
was unfortunate, as well as suspicious, but it 
seemethbat Judge Vincent was entitled to a 
bearing. His letier to the president explains 
the matter and ought to bethe means of re- 
opening the case for investigation, I:vena 
president cannot afford to sit-in judgment on 
the cheracter ofa citizen without allowing 
the citizen an opportunity todefend himeelf 
from whateyer charges may be bruught 
fgainst bim.

YELLOW FEVER INOCULATION, 


Dr, Gaston, of Atlanta, Thinks the Govern 
ment Onght ito Coneide r It, 

Dr. J. B. Gaston, of Atlanta, has become promi: 
nent in connection with the proposed governs 
mental consideration of yellow fever inoculation. 
- Immediately after the war Dr. Gas- 
ton left the south and went to 


Brezil, where he lived until two years ago, when 
be moved to Atlanta During his residence in 
Bre zil he became acquainted with Dr. Domingos 
Frere, a native physician of great promi- 
nence. This Brazilian was experimenting at 
tbat time in the direction of inoculation for 
vellow fever. Since Dr. Gaston has leit Brazil, his 
iriend bas made a remarkable success in his noble 
efforts to save human life. A letter recentiy re- 
ceived by Dr. Gaston from Dr. Domingos 
Frere, states that be has inoculated five thousand 
persons for yellow fever, and - that not one of 
these had succumbed to the prevailing disease. 
The Brazilian goyernment is backing up Dr Frere 
in his work. ; 
Dr. Gaston has made several efforts to in- 
duce the United States authorities to 
take hoid of this matter and to provide for at least 
a fair experiment of yellow fever inoculation on 
the plan used by Dr. Frere. The national health 
bureaus are so closely restricted in their duties 
end so limited as to their expenditures 
that they have been compelled to decline to con- 
sider the matter. Dr. Gaston still hopes that 
somithing msy be done. He has referred the 
letter of Dr. Frere to Dr. Joseph Holt, president 
of the Louisiana state board of health, who will 
lay it before the American public health associa- 
ion. Dr. Gaston says: 
“3 if our Piatmotccti # ean afford to send Dr. Shak~ 
speare to Spain to study the cholera germ it can 
surely afford to investigate what is an admitted 
success in yellow fever inoculation. Cholera 
is R distant and occasional danger, 
Not a rear passes but thatsomeof onr ports are 
intected with yellow fever. I hope that some- 
thing may be dove to avail ourcountry ofa scien- 
tific discovery which has already proven @ praci- 
cal success in Brazil.’

FDITORS ATLANTA CONSTITUJION : The attention 
of the prees is called to the fact that a remarkably 
efficient prediction was made regarding the Cam- 
GengNew Jersey, tornado of August 3, 1885, It 
occurrued at 3:20 p. m., and was predicted by 
Lieutenant John P, Finley, of the signal service, 
United States army, on the basis of the conditions 
of the 7a. m, weather map, 75th meridian time, 

Tornado signals ought to have been hoisted at 
all telegraphic stations along the Delaware river 
jn southwestern New Jersey, eastern Pennsylvya 
nia and the northern part of Maryland. This was 
not done, because congress has not yet seen the 
great importance of making asuitabie appropria- 
tion which wou!d haye enabled the United States 
signal service to give waroingin the instance at 
Camden asearlyes 9a m. This would have been 
about six hoursin advance of the occurrence of 
the tornado, 

It is intended that each state be divided into 
sections representing regions of greatest fre- 
quency. lt may be that the broad valleys of 
greatrivers runping in a general direction from 
southwest to northeast, offer a free movement to 
the wind currents. This question and others of 
equal and greater importance remain to be estab 
lzhed scientifically by a better system of reports,

A New Phase of Prohtbitton, 

The subject involved in the pending campaign 
hes been discussed in various aspects—medical, 
But littie, if anything, 
hes been said from the standpoint of citizenship. 
Curs is a government of the people and by the 
people and for the people. All good citizens have 
an interestin putting down every infinence and 
sgency which perverts or interferes with freedom 
and fairness in elections. Any monopoly which 
is organized to control suffrage and legislation is 
a common enemy, and when it proposes to exer- 
cise this control by foul means it becomes an 
atrocious crime against the commonwealth. The 
danger to our free institutions which is threatened 
by an organized liquor traffic is not 


very sensibly felt in Atlanta, because it has been 
held incheck, but its encroachments elsewhere 
upon popular right may well summon us to dread 
the evils towhich we would be exposed it the 
peopie of our city aliow it, upon the specious plea 
of financial advantege. to triumph in the ap- 
proaching e!ection. 

We give a lit le of the testimony that might be 
extended into volumes, 

1. They are attempting to control the courts. 

_ The liquor dealers of Oregon issued the follow- 
ing ‘*strict)y confidential’ circular: “The Liquor 
Dealers’ union ef Oregon, by a unanimous vote, 
hereby invites your cosoperation, and through 
youail yourfriendsin your vicinity engaged or 
interestec in theliquor business, toward securing 
the electicn of W. W. Thayer, and the 
defeat of L. Flynn, for the position of judge of the 
supreme court of Oregon, ior these reasons: First, 
because of Mr. Fiynn’s well known prejudice 
against the liquor trafiic; secondly, he isa strict 
probibitionist, and as such his prejudices must 
necessarily afiect his judicial opinions on the 
bench, should questions involving the liquor in- 
terest come before him. 

2d. They are aitempting to control legislation; 
municipal, state and federal. 

The following are extracts from the constitution 
of the “Personal Liberty League of Wisconsin,”’ 
printed at Milwaukee, i884: 

“No candidate for the state legislature shall 
receive the support of the league unless he pledges 
himself, in writing. to Jabor energetically for the 
objects Of the league, should he be elected. 
neither party nominates a candidate giving sucha 
pledge, it shall be the duty of the executive com- 
mittees aud the agitation committees in the re« 
spective assembly or senatorial districts to pro- 
vide in time for the nomination of proper candis 
dates on the part of the league.”’ 

‘These provisions shallalso apply to all other 
Candidates for LOCAL, STATE OR NATIONAL OFFICES 
provided such office is connected inany means 
with the adption or enforcement of the loon and 
measures Opposed by the league.’’ 

‘Mr. Louis echeade has been keptin employ at 
Washington, D. C., for several years by the Brew- 
€rs’ CObgress to watch over and promote their in-« 
tercsts. He makes his annual report to congress. 

The New York Times, commenting on his re- 
port In 1863, said: ‘Mr, Schade, whois a familiar 
figure in the corridors of the national capitol, re- 
ported to his employers that he had made it his 
buAINGE§s, Whenever a stete legislature was about 
to pass prohibitory amendments, ‘to see’ the sen- 
fiorIs and representatives from that state and in< 
duce them, if possible, to interfere in behalf 

a .e ©brewers’ interests. With pride 


' that was pardonable, perhaps, under the circam- 


stances, he assured the brewers that the defeat of 
prohibitory amendments in West Virginia, D2la- 
were, Missouri, Texas, Arkansas, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, Pennsylvania and other states had been 
caused by the direct interference of those senators 
and representatives whom he had seen. Reports 
of the convention's proceedings do not show that 
the brewers were shocked by Mr. Schade’s descrip- 
tion of his Jabors.”’ 

Mr. Shade boasted in his report to the whisky 
ring orgsnization that he had succeeded in dex 
feating for reelection every congressman who 
dared to yote for the creation of a commission to 
inguire into the evils of alcoholic stimulants 
What westheir crime? Simply that they desired 
to let in the electric light of truth upon this 
question. Even for that, they were beheaded by 
the gold-edged axe of the whisky ring. 

Bishop Ireland, in a speech indicting the liquor 
trefiicastheenemy of our goverment, collected 
these Gata: 

* Oi the 24 aldermen of New York, 13 are liquor 
dealers, 9 of them having a third grade license. 
The county clerk is a'so a saloon keeper. The con- 
trol ef the liquor trefficin New York belongs to 
three excise commissioners, who, the laws says, 
sba)l be ‘good and responsible citizens,’ and who 
are nominated by the mayor and confirmed by 
the gsldermen. The commissioners con- 
firmed by theNew York aldermen will not be 
revere on the saloon keepers. In Chicago, saloon 
beepers “are numerous iu the 
cily council: hence no law in_ reference 
to seloons is enforced in the metropolis of the 
wret; and when in 1883 the state legislature hai 
parsed a high-license enactment. the couacil 
quickly resorted toa disgraceful trick to prolong 
by one year the low-license regime in Chicago. In 
Milwaukee the efforts of the mayor have been 
powerless to enforce even the law closing saloons 


at midnight; the aldermen, many Of whom are . 


saloon keepers, took part with thesaloons. Eight 
ofthe counciimen of Boston are liquor dealers, 
The chairman of the police commissioners in that 
city is also. a saloon keeper. A member of the 
council, whoisalso amember ofthe committee 
on police, has been twice convicted of selling 

. The mayor of 
Syracuse is a saloon keeper; the mayor of Buffalo 
is a moilster, and his election was due to the sell- 
ere of beer.”’ 

The people of Georgia have felt the iron hand of 
this insolent tyranny. The foliowing paragraph 
went the rounds of the state press a few years ago: 

“(Colonel J. H, Fstill. of the savannah News, has 
withdrawn from the legislative race in Chatham, 
A hot war was made on ‘Coionei Estiil because of 
his affiliation wi'h the temperance people, At 
one time he led a temperance crusade against Sun- 
day liquor selling, and it is thonght that this in- 
finence wonld have defeated his election, hence 
bis acticn., ’ 

What was his crime? Simply siding in the 
enforcementofthe law for closing the saloons on 
ibe &abboth dey. For caring to do that, this 
honored gentleman, the president of the state 
press association, a man who has been promi. 
nently mentioned asa snitable person to bs govs 
error of Georgia, hed to be taken of! of the demo- 
(ratic ticket, orslaughtered. Yet these mea prate 
atcout liberty. 

8. The liquor traffic aspires to control

The twenty-four pages, that 
ollowed the title page, are filled 
with arguments, which show that the statement 
of said title page is not true. The argument of the 
book is intended to show that the prohibition of 
the sale of liquor wonld d’minish the value of al! 
the property in the city and deprecfate the morals 
of the whole community. If this be so then every 
Citizen is actually interested in the manutacture 
and sale of liquors, and this includes the tweaty- 
five who prepared this pam hiet, and who dezlare 
thet they sre not interested: it aiso 
incluces the ‘‘mass meeting”’ represente \ by said 
twenty five. The title page Bays one thing and 
the book seys another. The contradiction is pal- 
pable, One says Jim and the other says Jam: and 
this ie a bad case of literary jim jams.

But theseme pampbliet shows that in towns of 
three thousand inhabitants or less, just the reverse 
is the case; and that in all such places every man, 
woman and child is not only interested but vitally 
interested in preventing the manufacture or sale 
Ol liquors. Read the following extract from page 
23 of the pamphlet: ‘In agricuitural districts pro- 
hibition has been successiul rather than other- 
wise.

This strong statement comes from the twenty- 
five who represent the ‘mass meeting” ofanti pro.

If it is right to dothisin agmall pace. it is right 
inalargeeone. The ‘'25’ admit thatitis rizht to 
do this in a town of 30 0.0 inhabitants and in so 
doing, they give uptne argument as to Atianta. 
They have abandoned their position and give us 
Jeave, 80 faras this point is concerned, to vote 
the prohibition ticket It is also 
interesting to notice that ali the rural districts ia 
the state (end this includes almost the whole ters 
ritory) and all the towns of 3,000 inhabitants and 
onder, are actually advised by the anti-prohidi 
tionists themselves to vote for prohibition! Who 
would bave thought it? 

They admit that a police force is necessary where 
liquor isso’cd; andthustbey admit that the sale 
of it engenders disorder andcrime,and involves 
expense to the tax payer. A frank admission in- 
deed! Is it a case of in vino veritas? They 
admit that in the absence of a police the 
eniorcement of prohibition is a ‘‘self preserving 
necetsity.’’ Could the most ultra or the most 
‘fanatical’ temperance man say more? What a 
marvel is this, that the strongest statement of this 
kind we haye eyer seen comes from the twenty 
five picked men, selected by a mass meeting, to 
make the best argument that can be maie against 
prohibition, They distinctly avow that in ail 
agricultural districts and in all towns of 3,000 and 
under prohibition isa ‘‘necessity’’—a necessity to 
“self-preseryation.”’ 

The title page de- 
Clasesthat there was amass meeting ot citizens 
not interested in the sale or manufacture of liquor, 
endtwenty four pages are devoted to show that 
everybody is interestedin it, All that has been 
ssid about ‘principles’ and ‘‘rightsa’’ and ‘‘liber- 
tres’ istaken back,and theirown argument is 
trempled in thedust by their own feet. They 
have admitted, too, that all they have said abont 
‘confiscation of property’’ goes for nothing, for 
there is no difference in this regard between a big 
place and a littie one They admit that the 
ssie of iiquor is a source of crime, 
and that it necessitates the ex pense 
ots police. And they admit fihally that in all 
smail places prohibition is necessary to self pres- 
vation, 

Perhaps they did not mean ailthis. Then why 
Gidthey sayit’? Isita case of jim jams? Oris it 
a case where what was meant fora boom turns out 
to be a boomerang? 

In jact, they have given up the whole ground, 
except as to this one point, viz: That in Atlanta 
prohivition js not expedient, and this they. have 
not proved. To a ciear minded man the pamphlet 
under review isthe best argument in favor of 
prohibition that has yet appeared, and this is 
from the committee of twenty-five selected as the 
champions of the liquor seller. H. A.C

The Edgefield Prisoners Stand ina How 4rou14d the 
Jucge, and Anewer “Not Guilty” ina Chaorus— 
The Pleadings of the Opposing Attorn- 
eyefor the Crowd of Prisoners. 


EDGEFIELD, 8, C., November 19,—[Special.}—S0 
densely packed was the courthouse this morning 
that the late arrivals found it a difficult matter 
to wedge themseives throngh the crowd. Every 
seat wes taken and every foot of space contained a 
stander. Thethirty-one defendants were seated 
the same as yesterday, and in front of them their 
counsel occupied chairs. All the prisoners mani- 
ferted a keen interest in the proceedings from the 
opening to the close, 

Attorney General Miles submitted a lengthy 
cocument containing “replies to the objections 
mace by the counsel for the defendants, The fol- 
lowing are abstracts of the grounds of objection 
to the grand jury, covering a variety of subjects 
from the general charge that the venire did not 
issue at the time prescribed by law to the state. 
ment thatcertain signatures, purporting to be 
those of the grand jurors, were not signed by the 
parties themrelyes, but by some one else. 

1. Irreguiarity, illegality and defectively drawn, 
summoned, sworn and empanelled. 

2 Certain persons originally drawn were illegally 
and informally excused, whereby vacancies were 
illegally created and illegally filled. 

3S. Wyatt L. Holmes was agtand juror before the 
present term of court, was not excused aud with: 
out notice his place upon thesaid grand jury, was 
legally supplied. 

4. W. G. Kernaghan was excused asa grand 
juror upon affidavits and not upon his applica: 
tion. 

5. Motte Parker, drawn as a grand juror, was not 
legally summoned. 

* 6. Certain persons unnecessarily and illegally 
Grawn to fill vacancies illegaily existing. 

7. Arthur A. Glover was excluded unlawfull 
&6 a grand juror because he was summoned as a 
witness. 

8. Only seventeen grand jurors found a true 
bil, 

9. The venire facias wasirregylar, defective and 
illegal, and no legal grard jury could be drawn 
therefrom. 

10. Fifteen day requirement not complied with. 

11. There being no legal grand jury supposed 
vacancies could not be legally supplied. 

12. Neither the original nor copy of the indict» 
ment fully, fairly, plainly, sudstantially and form- 
ally describes thecrime, Thesame is true as to 
each count in the indictment, 

18. Wound not properly described. 

14, Omits to charge by whom said murder was 
com mitted. 

15, The same objection to another count, 

16, Instrument and manner in which wounds 
were infiicted not properly described. 

17, Similarto above ou anothercount 

18. Cepy of indictment defective and incom- 
plete. 

Msjor W. T. Gary spoke at great length and with 
much power in supporc of the above propositions, 
He was followed by Attorney General Miles, who 
covered the entire ground in a masterful argu 
ment of one honr’s length. 

Senator M.C, Butler closed the discussionina 
speech of great elegance and eloquence. 

Judge Hudson summed upthe yarious points 
and made a few terse comments on each. He 
concluded by stating that he felt impelled to 
overrule theobjections urged by the defendants’ 
attorney, and said that the prisoners wouli be 
required to plead to the indictment. 

At three o’clock the court took a recess till four 
p. m., when it reassembled, The prisoners were 
erraigted, evdinachorus pleaded not guilty to 
the-indictment. The case will be resumed tomor- 
row morning.

houn, Ordinary, on the Election Laws, 

EDiTors CONSTITUTION ;—Haying b3en frequently 
asked what are the respective duties of the county 
commissioners and ordinary of this county in re- 
lation to the elections, and there appearing to be 
some confusion in the public mind on that sab- 
ject, [think it proper to state as follows: The 
Jaw fixesthe duty of establishing election pre- 
cincts in this county on the board of county com- 
missioners, Theordinary has nothihg to do with 
that. The commissioners also have charge of the 
registration of voters. The duties ofihe ordinary 
are to deliver the election blanks to the justices of 
tre peace who are to manage the election, and 
otherwise arrange for holding the election, -the 
bills for which are paid by the commissioners. 
The other managers and clerks are usually agreed 
upon by the parties interested on both sidas, 
In the approaching election it is the duty of the 
managers to deliver one list of the voters and 
taliy sheets to the clerk of the superior court, to be 
filed in his office, and one list of the voters, bal- 
Jots and tally sheets to the ordinary, who shall 
carefully consolidate the returns and decide all 
questions and contests arising under said election, 
All persons voting who are against the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, etc,, shail have written or 
printed on their tickets ‘‘Against the sale,’ and 
those who favor the sale shall have written or 
printed on their ballots ‘“‘ Forthesale.’’ All per 
sons qualified to vote for members of the general 
assembly, and who have legally registered, are

The public hall of the county courthouse was 


filled to overflowing last night with “men 


only,” to hear speeches on the anti-prohibition 
side of the pending campaign. About one- 
fourth of those present were colored men. 

Judge Henry B. Tompkins, as chairman of 
the citizens’ committee of twenty-five, called 
the meeting to order and presided. 

In opening the meeting, Judge Tompkins 
teid he was sorry to announce that Judge 
Wright was sick and could not be present and 
speek as had been intended. The other 
epeskers who were regularly on the pro-~ 
gramme, were Mr. A.C. King, a lawyer of 
distinction, Mr. Julius Dreyfus, a well known 
business man, Mr. L. L. Middlebrooks, of 
Newion county, and Mr. Hayden, a journal- 


ist, and others. 
JUDGE TOMPKINS SPEAKS. 


Judge Tompkins said the whole effort of the 


prohibitionists bad been to make it appear that 
there were only two issues in the campaign, 
that the voting was to decide whether thera 
should be barroomsin Atlanta and whether 
or nct the eale of whisky should be stopped in 
Atlanta. Such is notthe iesue the law makes. 
Mary people misconceive the real issue, The 
issue es made by the bill is not merely the 
sale ornon fale of whisky. It is whether or 
not after acertain time it shall be unlawful in 
Fulten county to sell any intoxicatiag 
liquors, whisky, rum, gin, wines and beer, 
with the single exceptions that domestic wines 
may be soldexcept in barrooms, and that 
alecho) may be sold in drug stores for medici- 
nal, rrt, mechznical and scientific purposes. 

A voice—Wedon't want that. 

ifa man votes against thesale he does not 
vote simply to prevent barkeepers trom sell- 
ing whieky, but he votes to close the wholesale 
liquor houses and all other places where beers, 
liquors and wines are sold, except domestic 
wine®, and he votes toclose up the brewery. 
Let us reflect how wide sweeping that law is 
If aman’s childshould be dying, and the 
dcctor thought nothing would save him but 
brandy, unless the doctor could smuggle in 
the whisky he could not get it to 
give a dying child. That is 
one of the things you will vote for if. you vote 
for this bill. We beliewe that weare truly 
the temperance peoplewin this campaign. We 
have net been intemperate in anything. We 
do not believe that a simple majority of voters 
in thiscounty have aright to put any such 
law onthe people. We do not believe itis 
temperate or wire or just toadopt this bill. 
Weare giad tobe abletosay alsothat the 
abuse has come from theother side. We 
bave not been the men to call our people flop- 
eared hounds and other bard names. Judge 
Jompkins said he did not believe the psople

MR. A. C. KING SPEAKB, 

Mr. A. C. King wasthen introduced, and 
made aripging speech. He said no man 
would go further than he would to promote the 
esuse of temperance. The question is whether 
there shall be a dealing in anything excspt 
water. It@sweeps in everything. That ia 
the issue ihe prohibitionists have made, and 
‘Mr. King said he was willing to stand by the 
issue they hed It claimed 
that this is a question of morality. It is no}. 
They: propore to use domestic wines containa 
ing more alcohol than foreign wines. If itis 
immoral to use oneis it not immoral to use 
ihe other? Some of the gentlemen say they 
will send off and get these liquors. Is it not 
immoral to use them? Atlanta is a great dis- 
tributing point. It is not merely her local 
business that is concerned, but it is the 
trade that extends far out in all di- 
rectione, With the liquor trafiic 
in her midst Atlanta has grown trom 10,000 to 
upward of 50,000, and the proposition is to 
strike cf! from Atlanta one of the arms of 
trade with which she has reached out and 
grasped her vastterritory. Will you do it? 
(Criesof No! No!] Ifyou are not preparod 
to do it, then you will vote against this 
bill, I den’t believe it is going to 
accomplish the things its friends 
eay it will sccomplish, and if it does, its evi's 
areenormous. Atlanta cannot be compared 
toa small town in this matter. This is a 
great railroad center. Chattanooga, ani 
Macon, and Augusta, and Savanuah are not 
going dry. Whisky will be qn easy reach. 
The law is not going to abolish your taste for 
whisky, and you will see it fairly leak up out 
ofthe ground. Why,the police could not be- 
gin to keep up with the dives where it 
will be sold. Is it not better to let responsible 
men sel! it than to hava it soldin such holes? 
We have had prohibition in a large number 
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| of counties, but the penitentiary continues to 


increasein ifs numbers. Thejcomptroeller-geno 
eral’s report shows that in the prohibition 
counties the value of town property has de- 
creaced. Clayton county fell off twenty 
thousand dollars for 1884, Greene 
fell off. There are now in Atlanta 
many valuable stores vacant. If you 
ec ore the barrooms will it improve the situa- 
tion? We have allowed the brewery and the 
Kimball to be built, and are we to aanihilate 
one and seriously cripple the other? We 
must grow up aselft reliant people. Is a man 
calculated to be self-reliant who says “I will 
or I will not take a drink of whisky,” 
a8 cne who has to be nestled 
end credled, and has to lean up alongside of 
a prohibitory statue? [Great chesring,] The 
frecdom of this country rests in the intelli- 
gence of iss citizens, It rests inthe education 
of it citizens to use self-denial, and laws 
which are calculated to weaken that sense of 
self-reliance should be avoided. 
MR. JULIUS DREYFUS SPEAKS. 

Mr. Julius Dreyfus spoke, and by his 
remarks stirred up a very considerable 
smount ot enthusiasm. He said ho was a 
German and had a few years ago visited his 
old homein Germany. He explained what a 
glorious country this was—a man could do as 
he pleased ard eat and drink what he pleased 
and it was nobody’s business. But that is 
changed row, and if a man 18 not a 
prohibitionist hardly any name Is too hard 
for him. Now he would hang his head to talk 
to his German friends about liberty in Amer- 
ica, Why the charge is made that the ladies 
can’t make the homes attractive enough to 
keep the men away from the barrooms. The 
iruth is the children ought to be raised right. 
It is a reflection on the mothers of the 
land to say they cannot raise their boys with- 
out the aid of a prohibitionlaw. Mr. Dreyfus 
seid he wes against all things that made liars 
ot men. There was nothing moral io the 
question, and no equity in the law. it 
Wipes out property that is now held | 
accordance with law. It unjust 
to a peor man who cannot 
lay in big stoeks of liquors. A rich man can 
keep liquors on band for emergencies, but the 
poor man can’t get fifteen cents worth for his 
ciek wife orchild. Mr. Dreyius said be was 
n favor of giving all a fair chance.

Benee Of justice to all should govern the action 
of every voter when he deposits his ballot.

The adoption of prohibition would cause large 
revenues to.cease to flow into the treasury. 
This loss would have to be made up, and in- 
creased taxation was the only way to cover the 
deficiency. The appropriations to run the 
various oo of the city could not be 
lo; ped off, as they were already much 
smaller than they should be. He favored 
conservatism of action. A strong pull and a 
pull altogether would win the battle, 

After this speech the meeting adjourned.

Mrs. Mary Rice Drops Twenty Eight Feet 
From a Porch, 

Mre. Mary Rice died yesterday at 155 Ma- 
rietta {rom injuries received nine days ago. 

Nine days ago Mrs. Rice fell thirty-eight 
feet.

This railing is 
about three or four feet high and apparently 
is stropg enough to prevent any one from 
pushing it away by walking againstit. Tho 
porch is just thirty-eight feet from the ground 
and the ground under the porch is hard and 
well beaten. 
Nine days ago yesterday afternoon, Mra. 
Rice prepared her supper, and after 
EVERYTHING WAS READY 
sat down to await the arrival of her husband. 
On that evening he was later than usual, and 
afier waiting awhile, Mrs. Rice decided to put 
things torighisin the kitchen so that she 
would have little or nothing to do after sup- 
per. She arose and began her task, and just 
as she heard her husband’s familiar step as he 
arcended the stairway, she picked up a pan 
of dish water and started to the porch to throw 
itout. Atthe door she meet her husband, 
and telling him that 
SHE WOULD RETURN IN A MINUTE, 
stepped from the hall door out upon the porch. 
She then walked towards the end of the porch 
and, stopping within a foot of the railing, 
belanced hereelf and threw the dish water. 
By some me@ns Mrs. Rice lost her balance as 
the water flew across the railing, and before 
she could recover herself her body went 
against the railing with considerable force. 
Mre. Rice was a heavy woman, and with a 
cracking, popping noise 
THE- RAILING GAVE WAY, 
and together with the unfortunate lady fell to 
the ground. When the railing gave way, Mrs. 
Rice quickly realizing her danger and made a 
deeperate effort to catch the post. Her hands 
came in contact with some nails which only 
tore paths through the palms and in no 
way retarded her fall. As the 
lady went darting down through the space, 
she gave an unearthly shriek, which appris- 
ed her husband of her danger, and was heard 
by some neighbors. The shriek brought Mr. 
Rice out of the house, and when he reached 
the porch the broxzen railing 
TOLD HIM THE STORY. 
He hurriedly descended the stairway and 
quickly reached his wife. She was then lying 
upon the ground in an unconscieus condition.
